HEAVY BOMBS 
ON DUISBURG 


EXPLOSION FELT 


10,000 FEET UP 


[1D ESCRIBING the bombing of 
af ey and other places 
on the Ruhr by the Royal Air 
Force on Tuesday night, a 
British Air Ministry com- 
muniqué stated last night :— 

On Tuesday night aircraft 
of Bomber Command attacked 
industrial objectives in Duis- 
burg and elsewhere in the Ruhr. 

od results were observed in 
spite of bad weather. Aircraft 
of Fighting Command on offen- 
sive patrol attacked an enemy 
aerodrome in France during the 
night. 

Three aircraft of Bomber 
Command are missing from 
these operations.” 

The Air Ministry News Service 
describing the attacks stated — 

“The main objective was the 
important commercial and manufac- 
turing town of Duisburg. Here they 
started very considerable fires among 
industrial building and their high 
explosives did great damage. 

“When one of our exceptionally 
heavy bombs was dropped there was 
a terrific flash and its explosion was 
felt by the crew of the bomber over 
10.000 feet in the air. In another of 
the many engagements of the night a 
bomber shot down a ME. 110. The 
fighter came in to make an attack 
from the stern, and the rear gunner 
waited until it was within close range 
before he opened fire. At once the 
fighter turned over and went down 
with smoke pouring from the port 
engine The crew of our bomber saw 
it hit the ground and burst into 
flames.”’ 


DAYLIGHT RAID ON 
ROTTERDAM 


A British Air Ministry communiqué 
last night stated :— 

‘A highly successful daylight raid 
was carried out this afternoon on enemy 
shipping in the docks at Rotterdam. 
Several squadrons of Blenheims of 
Bomber Command were engaged in the 
operation. 

“The attack was pressed home with 
great daring from very low levels. Pre- 
liminary reports show that direct hits 
were made on many ships, including 
one vessel of over 15,000 tons and a 
number of others of between 2,000 and 
10.000 tons. 

‘*Heavy damage was also done 40 
warehouses and stores. 

‘‘Four of our aircraft are missing. 
Two of these were actually seen to 
bomb their targets.”’ 


GERMAN SHIP FIRED 

An Air Ministry communiqué stated 
last night :— 

“A Beaufort aircraft of Coastal 
Command this morning attacked an 
enemy supply ship of about 3,500 tons 
ot the North-West coast of France. 
A salvo of bombs was dropped and 
hits were seen on the stern o the 
ship.” 

The Air Ministry News Service 
states that after a salvo of bombs from 
the Beaufort there was a heavy 
explosion and clouds of smoke rose to 
100 feet above the ship. 

‘She was on fire when we left her.”

base, “and had probably already 
started to sink.” 


BOMBS BY THE TON 

In the 25 days from June 16 to July

87s and one M.E. 109 were 
shot down. 

‘During the night of July 14-15 our 
heavy bombers attacked enemy-occupied 
aerodrowes at Eleusis and Hassani 
(Greece’ and Heraklion (Crete). At 
Eleusis direct hits were made on 
hangars, runways and dispersal points 
causing a number of large fires an 
explosions, Similar results were re 
ported from the other two objectives. 

‘During the same night heavy 
bombers of the R.A.F. carried out a 
highly successful atack on the docks 
and other military objectives at 
Messina. Several tons of high ex- 

losives and incendiary bombs were 

ropped, and great fires were started 

at the ferry rail-head. The ergine 
sheds, an harmon plant, warehouses, 
and four lines of trucks were set 
ablaze, and the fires were visible sixty- 
five miles distant. 

‘‘ A number of enemy aircraft flew 
over the Suez Canal area last night. 
One came down in the Great Bitter 
Lake, and another crashed south of 
Port Said. 

‘‘ From the above operations two of 
our aircraft are missing.”

OVER THE RIVER 


Describing violent fighting in the 
gap between the Dvina and Dnieper 
Rivers, south of Vitebsk, the German 
News Agency said that the Russians 
concentrated the remnants of their 
heaviest artillery and attempted during 
Monday night to fire on German 
advanced troops. German heavy 
batteries put one gun after another out 
of action. Meanwhile German jnfantry 
units crossed the Dnieper and relieved 
an armoured unit which had held up 
all the Soviet attacks. The Soviet 
troops were engaged by the infantry 
regiments freshly brought into action 
and were driven back about midday. 

A Hungarian General Staff com- 
muniqué yesterday stated: ‘‘In co- 
operation with German troops, Hun- 
garian armoured units successfully at- 
tacked and threw back Soviet rear- 
guards.”’ 


“RESULTS MATURING” 


The German News Agency last night 
said that it is understandable ‘‘that at 
present the High Command has to be 
silent on the individual directions of 
the push, but already it can be seen 
that at the end of the fourth week 
of the war important new results are 
maturing. The Soviet Command, by 
throwing in all units on which it can 
lay its hands, is attempting in vain to 
stem the tide which is now overtaking 
the Soviet Union. On many sectors 
of the front one can no longer talk 
about unified ‘leadership of the Soviet 
troops. The interruption of rear com- 
munications by the Luftwaffe, particu- 
larly of railway lines in the districts 
of Kiev, Moscow and Leningrad, is 
making itself increasingly felt.’ 

Soviet warships haye shelled Riga, 
the Latvian capital, says a Moscow 
broadcast picked up in Stockholm yes- 
terday.

RUSSIANS DEEPEN

County Wexford has one of the 
finest sanatoria in the country. It is 
provided even with special rooms for 
the installation of X-ray equipment. 
The special rooms are empty, however, 
and no X-ray equipment has been pro- 
vided. 

“We have to rely,’’ stated Dr. 
M. F. Daly, County Medical Officer 
of Health, ‘‘on an incomplete, un- 
economic arrangement whereby our 
patients have to be sent elsewhere for 
investigation. It has long ago been 
fully realised by all authorities that 
for X-rays to be of value in diagnosis 
the Tuberculosis Officer must a en- 
tirely on his own judgment, and the 
radiograph gains all its value and im- 
portance from its correlation with the 
results of other forms of examination. 
It is, therefore, more thap a mistake 
to have to depend upon a report from 
another doctor. 

‘X-ray facilities must be made 
available,” says Dr. Daly in his annual 
report. ‘‘T.B. is a national problem, 
and the necessary finances should be 
made available to wage a successful 
Campaign against it. e ‘light-arm 
attack’ with the stetoscope must give 
way to the ‘tank attack’ with the 
X-ray and other modern methods.” 

In Wexford hospitals 4,532 T.B. 
cases were admitted during 1940, and 
there were 387 deaths from the dis- 
ease.

“Two striking features of the report 
are the statement of the enormous in- 
crease in the sales of electricity, and 
the warning that if consumers do not 
economise in the use of electricity it 
will be necessary for the Board to re- 
view the tariffs. A principal cause of 
the trouble is increased cost of coal 
and materials and a possible’ serious 
loss of revenue through curtailment. of 
supply. 

BIGGER REVENUE 

The report states that the gross 
revenue for the vear was £2,082,522, 
an increase of £124,021 on the previous 
vear. The sales of electricity at 
345,230,808 units were 26,679,152 units 
higher than the year before. Working 
expenditure, including depreciation, 
totalled £1,276,540, an increase of 
£124,496, the greater part. of which 
was attributable to the increase in the 
price of coal. Interest, repayment of 
advances and discharge of capital 
liabilities absorbed £795,222, leaving a 
balance of £10,757, as compared with 
£54,231 in the previous year. 

The average price per unit of elec- 
tricity sold continues to fall, being 
1.44d., compared with 1.84d. five years 
ago. Consumers numbered 183,747, an 
increase of 11,202. 


ECONOMY URGED 


The report goes on to say that, with 
the steady growth in the consumption 
of electricity each year, a substantial 
portion of the demand, particnlarly 
between April and October, mast now 
be supplied by the Pigeon House 
Station. The Board has, therefore, 
been very concerned with the growin 
difficulties in securing deliveries of coal, 
even of an inferior quality, and at the 
end of the financial year decided to 
appeal to consumers to exercise the 
utmost economy in the use of electri- 
city. Every opportunity is being 
availed of to acquaint consumers clearly 
with the reasons for this appeal, and 
to point out that, if economies are 
not effected, a curtailment of supply 
may become inevitable. 


HIGHER PRICES? 


Faced with steeply-rising prices for 
eos] and materials, the Board contem- 
lates that for the year ending 3lst 

arch, 1942, difficulty will he ex- 
perieuced, on the basis of existing 
prices for electricity, in covering fully 
interest on capital, depreciation and re- 
payment of advances. A further factor 
which may intrude is that of serious 
loss of revenue through curtailment of 
supply. If the situation becomes 
aggravated it will be necessary for the 
Board to review the tariffs for elec- 
tricity.

GRAVE SITUATION © 


Authoritative Government circles 
here stated to-night that the resigna- 
tion of the Konoye Cabinet would not 
result in any change in the Japanese 
Government’s basic policies either in 
the domestic or international fields. 
This applied to the policy enunciated 
in the Treaty concluded with the Go- 
vernment of Mr. Wang Ching-Wei in 
November last. 

Prince Konoye was asked by the 
Emperor to form his Cabinet on July 
17, 1940, following the resignation of 
the Ministry of Admiral Mitsumasa 
Yonai, former Navy Minister, who, at 
that time, was regarded as an advocate 
of Japanese collaboration with America 
and Great Britain. 


CABINET’S RECORD 


During its year of office Prince 
Konoye’s Cabinet has dissolved all poli- 
tical parties in a movement for national 
structure on totalitarian lines; con- 
cluded a tripartite alliance with Ger- 
many and Italy; signed a Treaty with 
the Nanki Government of” Mr: 
Wang Ching-Wei, and concluded a pact 
with Russia, providing that either 
party would remain neutral in the 
event of the other being involved in 
war. 


JAPAN AND AXIS 


The present crisis would appear to 
be directly due to the delicate posi- 
tion in which Japan, a member of the 
Axis pact, and, at the same time, co- 
signatory of a neutrality pact with 
Russia, was placed by paren » 
attack on Russia. At the end of a 
long series of conferences between al! 
the highest civil, military and naval 
authorities in Japan it was announced 
a fortnight ago that an important de- 
cision on policy had been reached, but 
no indication of its nature was vouch- 
safed either to the Japanese people or 
the world in general. 

Mr. vel sn merely stated that 
“an important policy has been decided 
upon at the Imperial Conference,” 
adding: ' We intend to watch closely 
the development of the situation with 
the greatest care and preparations in 
which we can place our confidence as 
well as with firm determination. I 
feel that. a really grave state of 
emergency ig developing before our 
eyes.” He concluded by saying that 
the united nation must “ endeavour 
not to make the slightest mistake in 
the direction of the path of our 
country." 


EXPANSION POLICY ? 


‘*Prince Konoye,” writes Reuter’s 
Diplomatic Correspondent, '“ hag been 
responsible for converting Japanese 
policy from one of non-intervention ‘to 
a policy of association with the Axis.’ 
He brought about the Japanese 
adhesion to the Tripartite Pact and, 
incidentally, a neutrality convention 
with the Soviet Union whica, at the 
time, appeared to be a pro-Axis move- 
ment. Although there has been a 
spate of rumour from all parts 
indicating the possibility of Japanese 
action either to the north or south, 
Japan has not taken any steps calcu- 
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fated to compromise her relations with 
the Allied Powers and America. One 
thing is clear, however, the Japanese 
are not certain as to their next move 
and there is a certain degree of 
disunity.”

Therefore, the second alternative— 
further Japanese penetration into Indo- 
China, particularly towards the air and 
naval bail in the south—is freely 
mooted. The recent Japanese Press 
campaign against Indo-China has added 
colour to the belief that such a move 
may materialise shortly, but Indo- 
China observers insist that there is no 
evidence yet of any renewed Japanese 
penetration, while Japanese spokesmen 
carefully deny that there is any serious 
friction. 


GERMAN PRESSURE ? 


A Press Association Diplomatic Cor- 
respondent says that the indications 
are that Germany is increasing pres- 
sure upon Japan to take some action 
to implement her adherence 
Axis Pact, and that the new Govern- 
ment to be appointed will more readily 
throw in its lot with Hitler. 

It is difficult to believe, he says, 
that Japan after five years of unsuc- 
cessful war against China, in which she 
has suffered a million casualties, is 
now prepared to cast aside all caution 
and throw in her lot with a Germany 
which is for the first time facing real 
difficulties, and with an Italy which has 
virtually ceased to count in the 
st le. The pact which Mr. Mat- 
suoka recently concluded with Russia 
would not presumably prove an insur- 
mountable Sessler to careful students 
of the German technique, but the re- 
action of the U.S.A. to any irrevoc- 
able step by Japan should certainly 
give them seriously to think.

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Changes in Japan 


The news that the Japanese Government 
has resigned en bloc is likely to keep the 
political gossips busy for some time to 
come. Already the wildest guesses are 
being made; but Nippon knows how to 
keep her own counsel, and even the 
American journalists have been unable so 
far to discover what has been happening. 
Since Herr Hitler decided to attack Soviet 
Russia there has been a certain feeling 
of political tension in Japan; and now, 
apparently, this tension has come to a 
head. After a special meeting of the 
Cabinet in Tokyo yesterday Prince Konoye, 
the head of the Government, paid a visit 
to the Emperor at his summer residence. 
On his return to the capital the resigna- 
tion of the Cabinet was announced; but 
Ministers will remain in office until their 
successors have been appointed. The official 
reason for this unusual step is that Prince 
Konoye is anxious-to make room for a 
stronger Government that will be able to 
cope with the ‘‘very grave situation con- 
fronting the country.” It is stated that 
there will be no change in Japan’s basic 
policies in respect either of international, 
or of domestic, affairs; but for some little 
time past there have been indications of 
growing discontent in political circles, and 
it is fairly obvious that important deci- 
sions are at hand. Prince Konoye’s 
Government came into power a year ago, 
replacing that of Admiral Mitsumasa 
Yonai, who was an advocate of increased 
collaboration with Great Britain and the 
United States. The new administration 
had marked leanings towards the “Axis” 
group. Not only did it adhere to the 
Tripartite Pact with Germany and Italy. 
It also concluded a pact with Soviet 
Russia, which at that time was associated 
with Germany ; and the touching exchange 
of kisses between Comrade ‘‘ Soso ” Stalin 
and Mr. Matsuoka, the Japanese Foreign 
Minister, on the platform of the Central 
Railway Station in Moscow some months 
ago was one of the most colourful incidents 
of the war. Now Japan is committed to 
the Tripartite Pact, as well as to a treat; 
of neutrality with the Soviets. Germany 


and Russia are at war, and Japan s 


position, to say the least of it, seems to 
be rather incongruous. It is suggested 
in the United States that Prince Konove s 
Government has been driven from office 
by the big business interests in Tokyo, 
which are opposed to the military caste s 
ambitious policy, and are most anxious to 
the war between 
Germany and the democracies. On the 
other hand, there is a feeling in: diplo- 
matic circles that the Japanese are hoping 
to profit from Europe's preoccupations, 
and that they propose to make a move 
either against Russia in the North, 
or against Indo-China and Singapore in 
the South. After four years of fruitless 
warfare in China, it is difficult to believe 
that any section of opinion in Japan will 
be anxious to embark on further adven-

Dublin’s Local Government 


Not least among the many evils which 
are incidental to emergency distractions 
is the diversion of active public interest 
from the manifold and vital issues which 
fall within the ambit of local government. 
While problems of local finance and public 
health multiply, and become more com- 
the emergency 


plicated as result of 


demands, local authorities are compelled 


to outlive their pre-war mandates and to 
escape criticism which, in normal circum- 
stances, might be expected to direct and 
to stimulate their activities. While the 
wisdom of the Government’s decision 
further to postpone the holding of local 
authority elections cannot be questioned 
seriously, it becomes necessary to face 
some of the obvious consequences of that 
decision—to discover some means by which 
guidance and driving force may be given 
in the sphere of local administration. 
From what quarter is it possible to expect 
such stimulating and corrective action? 
To what extent is it likely to be forth- 
coming from the benches of Leinster 
House? ‘Is it possible that deputies and 
senators, whose attention is of necessity 
devoted to wide ranges of pressing national 
issues, can find time and opportunity to 
deliberate on the manifold and vexed 
questions which normally fall to the lot 
of local representatives? Must reliance 
be placed on the sporadic protests of local 
bodies—some substantial and _ serious, 
others, perhaps, querulous and exaggerated 
—as material on which to form judg- 
ments of the well-being or the mismanage- 
ment of local affairs? Again, must we 
await the tardy inquests of local govern- 
ment auditors to reveal such serious 
derelictions of duty as have been disclosed 
at “special audits ’’ recently held into 
the affairs of certain Public Assis- 
tance Boards? In other words, must 
we await the development of scandals that 
can no longer be glossed over before action 
is taken to apply the necessary correc- 
tives ? 

Some of these questions, unfortunately, 
must be, and others should be, answered 
in the negative. In the absence of active 
ministerial guidance parliamentary criti- 
cism of constructive value cannot be 
expected. Auditors’ investigations, pro- 
secuted many months after the event, can 


, 


| only fix responsibility and inflict penalties 

when default has become a thing of the 
past. What really matters is what should 
be done to meet the grave needs of to- 
morrow, rather than what might or should 
have been done to deal with bygone 
necessities. In a sentence, guidance and 
driving force can only be expected from 
one source—from the Minister whose 
department has assumed direct and de- 
tailed control of the business of local 
administration. In the absence of such 
guidance, it is useless to throw responsi- 
bility for maladministration on tho 
shoulders of local representatives whose 
power to take decisions is now little more 
than nominal, or on those of local officials 
who—confused by a spate of suspended 
legislative changes—are compelled to seek 
approval for every important step from 
the Customs House. It behoves those, 
therefore, who feel concern’ about 
local affairs to inquire as to what 
steps the Government has taken to adapt 
the central and all-pervasive machinery 
of local government to the exigent needs 
of to-day. Are local representatives justi- 
fied when they declaim against the tardy 
methods and obstructive tactics of Mr. 
Ruttledge’s department? Are there not 
solid grounds for the view that local 
initiative is impossible while such revolu- 
tionary measures as the County Manage- 
ment Act—now to be put into force within 
the next six months—the Public Assist- 
‘ance measure, and their interlocking Acts 
of Parliament are held in unexplained 
suspense? Js it not the plain fact that 
departmental hesitations, inertia and lack 
of driving force have infected the whole 
organism of local government with germs 
of a creeping paralysis? 

If we turn from such considerations 
as they affect the whole system of local 
administration to their peculiar incidence 
in the Metropolitan area of 
Dublin, what do we find?

Food for All 


All over Ireland families are enjoying 
the fruits of the winter’s work with the 
New potatoes are piled high on 
dinner plates. There is a steady flow of 
cabbages from the garden. Peas and beans 
are being gathered in baskets and the pods 
slipped open to reveal the cosily packed 
and highly nutritive contents. Sweet little 
carrots are being dug. Salad is being 
eaten in prodigious quantities, and at an 
alarming speed, lest the lettuce should 
run to seed before the last of it has been 
dressed. In the meantime, stocks of other 
vegetables steadily are growing towards 
ripeness. Cauliflowers and brussels sprouts 
are being planted out so that they shall 
have room to develop in size and strength.

Even those who 
have not gardens of their own should reap 
the advantage of falling prices; for the 
demand scarcely can be more than a small 
fraction of the supplies available. Nature 
has been good. There is cause for satis- 
faction, certainly so far as the vegetables 
of this season are concerned. The con- 
sumption of the types of garden produce 
which are plentiful at present will help 
to build up a reserve of strength against

Food from U.S.

trated foods expected from the United 
States. These are said to include tinned 
or powdered milk, eggs in powder, and 
cheese, with many other goods that can 
he conveved in much smaller bulk than 
hitherto. These things will enable the 
housewife to provide a wider range in 
meals for her family, -and, with the 
present scarcity of eggs, they will be 
doubly welcome. The new ration book is 
to ensure that everybody shall get a 
fair share of the foodstuffs, 


An Intellectual Invasion

QUIDNUNGC. 
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SIX THOUSAND VACCINATION 
DEFAULTERS 


‘Tt is mere especially important that 
vaccination should be practised at the present 
time of world upheaval, since the risks of the 
dissemination of the disease are always 
greatest during such times as those we live 
In, said Dr. M. Russell, M.O.H. for the 
City of Dublin, in his letter read to the 
Dublin Board of Assistance vesterday. 

There were about 6.000 “vaccination de- 
faulters in the Dublin Union area, a return 
from the Department of Local Government 
and Public Health disclosed, and Dr. Russell 
was asked by the Board for his views on the 
matter. The menace of smallpox was 
emphasised in the doctor's letter, which 
delineated its history and stated that “ there 
Is an ever-present danger to the unvaccinated 
community, and in modern times this danger 
is intensified by the increased and rapid 
communications between countries and 
cities, 

Dr. Russell believed that the continuation 
of the practise of vaccination of children was 
a most, important measure for safeguarding 
the health of the community. In every 
country in the world where vaccination was 
not practised smallpox was still a scourge, 
and as fatal as ever. Before vaccination was 
introduced 95 out of every 100 persons con- 
tracted it, and a quarter of those who con- 
tracted it died. Of those who recovered a 
larger number were disfigured or maimed 
for life. 

“To-day,” the letter continued, “the 
disease is extremely rare, and the enforce- 
ment of compulsory vaccination has played 
an important part in stamping it out. It is 
the one and only way smallpox can be pre- 
vented.” 

At a recent meeting of the Dublin Board 
of Health, Dr. J. Hannigan, T.D., urged that 
the Government should carry out a propa- 
ganda campaign regarding vaccination, as it 
had done with immunisation against 
diphtheria, 


VISAS FOR U.S.A, 


Instructions have been received at the 
American Consulate-General in Dublin from 
the Department of State at Washington with 
regard to a new procedure, which became 
effective on July 1, 1941, in connection with 
applications for visas. 

In accordance with the new regulations; all 
cases of applicants for immigration visas 
mu. be submitted to the Department of 
State at Washington for preliminary examina- 
tion. The only exceptions to this rule are 
certain native-born citizens of countries ol 
ae tere ony Hemisphere. 

n order to have his case put before 
Department of State, an slios applying ‘ox 
immigration visa, or an alien whose case is 
pending at the Consulate-General, should 
advise two persons in the United States who 
are prepared to sponsor his application to 
obtain the required forms from the Depart- 
ment of State. The sponsors, when writing 
for the necessary forms, should state whether 
they are prepared to guarantee the alien's 
“ha in that. country or whether the alien 
will rely on his own financial resources and 
should inform the Department whether the 
visa is for a permanent residence or for a 
limited period, and, if the ‘latter, for how

FINANCE 


HEN the Senate met yesterday 
afternoon the House approved of

jjuneration on which corporation profits 
tax was chargeable under the pro- 
visions Of the Act. surtax shal! not 
be chargeab on that part of such 
income on which corporation profits 
tax was chargeable. 
The MINISTER said that he was 
not satisfied that the charging of sur- 
tax was inequitable in this case. 


POST-WAR PROBLEMS 


Senator Sir JOHN KEANE said that 
companies which were unable to put by 
yeserves would be in a precarious posi- 
tion after the war, aad he hoped the 
Minister would not lose sight of such 
a coutingency. 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE

HOUSE PURCHASE 


Moving the Second Stage of the 
Housing (Amendment) Bill, Mr. P. 
J. Ruttledge, Minister for Local 
Government, said that tt would help 
people in Dublin to purchase their 
houses—people who had been deprived 
of such facility since loans under the 
Small Dwellings Act were stopped 
some years ago. Under the bill the 
urban authorities could guarantee loans 
to be made by building societies to 
such people. 

Senator HAWKINS said that some- 
thmg should be done about the rate of 
interest charged on loans for house 
purchase. The average rate in Galway 
was 54 per cent. to 6 per cent., so 
that if a man borrowed £600 he would 
have repaid that amount, plis £870 
interest, over a period of 35 years. 
Borrowers also shonld not be called 
upon to pay their own costs and the 
Council’s costs, which often came to 
£20, in connection with such loans. 


NO HOUSES

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OBITUARY 
THE REV. E. CAHILI, 
S.J. 


The death has occurred at Callow, 
County Limerick, at the age of 73, of 
the Kev. Edward Cahill, 8.J., who 
was a well-known lecturer, writer and 
sccial worker, and former Spiritual 
Director at Milltown Park. 

Fdacated at Mungret and Maynooth 
Colleges, he entered the Society of 
Jesus on completing the third year of 
his theological studies in 1891. He 
was ordained six years later. Father 
Cahill was associated with Mungret for 
thirty years as a student, a master, 
Prefect of Studies, Rector and Superior 
of the Apostolic School attached to the 
College. For over twelve years he 
devoted himself to the training of 
young men who were later to become 
priests in America, South Africa and 
Australasia. He came in 1924 to Mill- 
town Park as Professor of Church 
History and Lecturer in Sociology. To 
this period of his life dates his written 
work in the sphere of sociology, Irish 
history and cultural problems. In 1929 
there appeared his “ Freemasonry and 
the Amnti-Christian Movement,” and 
three years later ‘‘ The Framework of a 
Christian State.” In 1926 he was in- 
strumental in founding the League of 
the Kingship of Christ (An Rioghacht). 
Fo. the Íast six years Father Cahill was 
charged with the spiritual direction of 
the Jesuit students at Milltown Park.

This letter, signed by a well-known 
authority on “Old Dublin ” affairs, 
possibly explains the mystery of those 
two cheques, signed by the Liberator, 
conveying £900 to the sculptor, Hogan, 
which was the subject of an exclusive 
article in the /rish Times on July 15, 
which has aroused considerable in- 
terest. 

The cheques were found by Mr. E.

stantiate any one of the slanders 
uttered against him from time to time. 


COMMISSIONED IN 1843 


The famous Hogan statue of O’Con- 
nell, in Saravezza marble, in the City 
Hall, Dublin, was commissioned by the 
Repeal Association in 1843 while the 
sculptor was in Rome. Hogan also 
executed another statue of the leader 
of the Emancipation movement, which 
is still in Limerick. 

For his work, which took three years 
and three trips to Ireland to complete, 
the artist received £1,600. It was first 
exhibited in Conciliation Hall, now the 
site of the /rish Press, and when the 
Royal Exchange became the City Hall 
it was placed on a pedestal outside it, 
shortly after 1852, to honour O’Connell, 
who was the first Catholic Lord Mayor 
of Dublin. 

So idolised was O’Connell that his 
admirers protested at the exposure of 
his statue to “the rigours of the 
weather, and by 1867 it was installed 
inside the building. 

_Almost as interesting as the discus- 
sions and speculations which have 
arisen from the 7'imes article was the 
light shed on the life of the famous 
sculptor by the O’Connell enthusiast’s 
letter. 

Hogan, he says, was born in Water- 
ford in October, 1800, and at an early 
age was articled to a solicitor named 
Foote in Cork. One day, by accident, 
the architect, Deane discovered the 
apprentice scribbling some sketches, 
and thereby found the talent that lifted 
him from obscurity to international 
recognition. Presented by Deane with 
his first set of chisels, young Hogan 
began to carve a career that led him 
to Rome in 1824. Here he lived for 
the greater portion of his life, makin 
many trips back to Ireland. He die 
in Dublin in 1853 and is buried in the. 
O’Connell Circle in Glasnevin.

The 
tea situation had been deplorably 
handled, and even still the rationing 
System was not operating fairly. Much 
the same situation was arising in re- 
gard to sugar, and when the [Irish 
petrol companies decided to send a 
representative to England to secure 20 
million gallons of petrol and 10 million 
gallons of fuel oil they received no 
assistance whatever from the Depart- 
ment responsible for supplies. There 
was no co-operation or help of any 
kind ; and the Taoiseach ought to know 
that. Difficulties were being put in the 
already difficult path of those import- 
ing harvesting machinery, and ina vital 
year like the present there were long 
delays by the Customs because of a 
duty on the importation of most im- 
portant machinery.

EMERGENCY SCHEMES 


An estimate for special emergency 
schemes (including relief of distress), 
which was introduced in the Dail on 
Tuesday, is for £1,018,215. 

Details of the schemes were issued 
officially yesterday. Grants-in-aid are 
being made to the Turf Development 
Board under the following heads :—Ad- 
ministrative expenses, £12,900; for 
eneral peat fuel development, £3,000; 
or development of onsast Bog, 
£25,500; for development of Lyracrom- 
pane Bog, Co. Kerry, £2,000; for de- 
velopment of Lullymore Bog, Co. Kil- 
dare, £14,315; for development of 
Glenties Bog, Co. Donegal, £7,950; 
preliminary development of certain 
other bogs, £35,600; production of 
hand-won turf at Clonsast, Turraun, 
Lullymore, Kilberry and Glenties Bogs, 
£17,750. 

Provision for other schemes includes 
grants to local authorities, etc., for 
road, drainage and other works in con- 
nection with turf production, 
£250,000; for production of fuel, in- 
cluding firewood, £11,000; grants to 
farmers for farm improvements scheme, 
£395,000; supply of seed to small 
holders in congested and other poor 
areas, £55,000; lime distribution 
schemes, £40,000; miscellaneous schemes 
and administration, £150,000.

TRADE UNIONS’ 


VIEWS 


FOOD POLICY 


T may be that the Trades Union 
| Bill and the Emergency Power 
Order No. 83 (wage stand still) 
may have the effect, and the place in 
history, of an Irish Taff Vale de- 
cision, said Mr. William O’Brien in 
his presidentia) address to the forty- 
seventh annual Congress of the Irish 
trade unions in the Whitworth Hall, 
— yesterday. 

These measures, he said, presented 
them witli two problems of the most 
critical nature and they could not but 
feel that they were directly connected, 
one with the other, in spite of Minis- 
terial assertions to the _ contrary. 
Emergency Order No. 83 was in reality 
an ‘‘exceptional law, and there was 
no case for it. Since the outbreak of 
the war the cost of living had gone up 
by more than 25 per cent., while it was 
calculated that increases of wages, 
where there were any, were not more 
than 5 to 74 per cent. 


‘ GRAVE BLUNDER ” 


Economic conditions had very much 
lessened demands for wage increases, 
because workers, feeling the pinch, were 
not anxious to press claims under the 
increasing threat to continuity of any 
employment at all. The Emergency 
Order No. 83 was entirely unnecessary, 
»srovocative, ill-advised, and a grave 
bender on the part of the Govern- 
ment. 

Even if there had been no such 
Emergency Order there still would have 
been opposition from many, perhaps 
from all. to the main features of the 
Trade Union Bill. That bill was in- 
troduced as a consequence of the failure 
of the affiliated unions to put their 
own house in order, They were warned 
by the Government in 1936 to do so, 
but, though plans were drawn up and 
put iuto shape, the only result was 
failure. In the atmosphere created by 
Order No. 835 it was not difficult to 
understand the present opposition to 
the Trade Union Bill. They could 
understand that no matter what the 
proposals in the measure were, there 


fluous unions, which they all wanted 
to see liquidated. These were sure 
to protest against the surgeon’s knife ; 
but, apart altogether from these ‘‘ fifth 
wheels to the coach” and the grounds 
of their opposition there was a strong 
feeling against Government regulation 
of trade unions.

ons.

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| FACTS ABOUT 
SACKS — 

SHORTAGE OF RAW 
MATERIALS 


In normal times the Irish sack manu- 
facturers. produce over six million jute 
sacks in a year, plus another six 
million cotton sacks. Last year the 
output of new jute sacks was 556,349 
dozen, about 3,000 dozen lower than 
in 1939, and their value wag £299,940, 
nearly £90,000 higher than in the 
previous year. In addition to this 
work, the sack manufacturers’ pur- 
chased (for repairs and resale) bags to 
the value of £271,652, resale value 
being £352,643—this trade was £50,000 
better than in 1939. 

Last year's output of cotton sacks 
and bags declined by about 6,000 
dozen, and totalled 496,343 dozen, the 
value being £175,308. 

The Jute Control, set up by the 
British Government, has had the effect 
of seriously reducing the quantity of 
jute available to both sack and rope 
manufacturers during the past twelve 
months, and several times, when 
things have looked particularly serious 
in some sections of the trade, the 
situation has heen saved by the timely 
arrival of a cargo. Some months ago, 
however, a quantity of jute was de. 
stroyed by fire on the Dublin quays.

PRIEST AND PETROL 
RATIONING 


From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 
GALWAY, Wednesday. 

Criticism of the method of distri- 
buting petro] supplies adopted by the 
Department of Supplies was voiced at 
Galway County Committee of Agricul- 
ture to-day when allocations among the 
Committee's officers for the month were 
discussed. 

The Very Rev. Canon Moran, chair- 
man, said that petrol supplies were 
given out in such arbitrary fashion that 
the position was absurd. Their horti- 
cultural instructor, he said, asked for 
50: gallons for a 14 horse-power car and 
was given 18 gallons, while one of their 
poultry instructresses, who was only 
recently appointed and had only half 
the other officer's area to cover, was 
given 24. gallons for an eight horse- 
org car. Their Secretary, he added, 
vad the whole county to cover in dis- 
charge of his' duty, and they allocated 
eight gallons for a ten horse-power Car. 

The Committee decided to furnish the 
details to the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


DUBLIN BOARD OF 
ASSISTANCE | 


LORD MAYOR NEW 
CHAIRMAN 
Alderman P S. Doyle, T.D (Lord 


Mayor of Dublin), was unanimously 
elected chairman of the Dublin Board 
of Assistance for the eighth year in 
succession at yesterday's meeting of 
the Board. He was proposed hy Mr. 
R. Holland and seconded by Mr. 
Thomas Cosgrave. Mr. Cosgrave was 
elected vice-chairman of the Board. 

The supervisors stated that for the 
week ended July 12 9,812 cases were 
relieved at a cost of £4,077, being a 
decrease of 58 cases for £43 from the 
previous week and an increase of 1,215 
cases for £431 over the corresponding 
week last year. 

This week’s decrease was due to 
“the number of men going to England, 
securing work there and supporting 
their dependents,’ Mr. J. E. 8. Condron 
said when the Relief Commissioners 
made their report. 

Dr. M. Russell, M.O.- for the City 
of Dublin, urged the vital importance 
of compliance with the Vaccination 
Acts, and the Board decided that the 
Acts should be enforced in future, 


WORK AMONG THE 
BLIND 


The National Council for the Blind 
of Ireland in their tenth annual report 
state that, in spite of difficult times, 
their work, which is more needed than 
ever, is still holding its own and ex- 
panding. 

Last summer the county and borough 
authorities were circularised requesting 
them to interpret the Local Blind Wel- 
fare schemes in as generous a spirit 
as possible in view of the high cost of 
living. Most of the secretaries had 
promised to bring the matter before 
their respective ds, but nothing 
further had been heard from them. 

Branches in Clare, Cork, South Tip- 

rary and Waterford look after the 

lind in their respective areas, but the 
need for an adequate home teaching 
service in other parts of the country 
cannot be met owing to lack of funds. 

The supply of Braille books from the 
London Lending Library for the Blind 
has been interrupted, but library 
readers residing in Ireland have been 
asked to return their books to 11 
Molesworth street, Dublin, with the 
result that a good supply of books is 
now available for circulation among 
Irish readers. 

It was not possible to hold the annual 
Horse Show week bail last August. 
Flag days were held in Dublin and 
Dun Laoghaire in July. The Dublin 
Corporation grant towards the salary 
of one home teacher has been doubled 
for the year under review. Sales of 
handicraft done by 99 home workers, 
as well as by those in institutions, 
were held pt gr ag the year, and 
the proceeds of the Dress Bureau have 
been used by the gi ny Pee ames 
to start a boot fund, the beneficiaries 
from which repay the fund in 
weekly instalments. 

An appeal for £1,000 for radio sets 
was launched during the year and, 
since conditions were unfavourable, the 
response fell far short of the amount 
asked for. Accordingly the purchase 
of new sets has been held up.

ACTING CLERK’S 
EVIDENCE 


L.G. INSPECTOR 
STOPS INQUIRY 


Treasurer's advice sheets were signed 
without accounts being examined, 
minutes of meetings were signed with- 
out being read; these were two of the 
revelations made yesterday when an 
investigation was held by a Depart- 
ment of Local Government inspector, 
Mr. E. J. MeLysaght, into the affairs 
of the Balrothery Board of Public 
Assistance. Balrothery covers 110 
square miles in North County Dublin; 
it has a population of 20,997 and a 
rateable value of £109,179. The esti- 
mated expenditure on home assistance 
during the current financial year is 
£13,500. 

The first witness examined, Thomas 
Jenkinson, Acting Clerk of the Board 
since last February. said that its three 
home assistance officers also acted as 
rent collectors for the 995 cottages of 
the Dublin Board of Health 
area. - 

When fhe inspector called for a 
minute book of the Board, it was 
shown that the book consisted of typed 
sheets recording the minutes of each 
meeting, bound together and numbered 
at the end of each year. 

The inspector drew attention to the 
fact that only the last page of the 
minutes of each meeting was signed 
by the Chairman. Were the minutes 
read before being signed, he asked. 
Mr. Jenkinson replied that they were 
not. A relieving officer’s application 
report book was then called for. The 
columns of these books should be 
examined and initialled by the pre- 
siding chairman at each meeting, said 
the inspector. Was this done? 

The witness said that the books were 
presented py the relieving officers and 
inembers of the Board, besides the 
chairman initialled them. 

One case, which the inspector picked 
out, had been initialled by three 
different persons in six weeks. Ir 
reply to other questions, it was shown 
that treasurer's advice sheets were 
signed by members of the Board witb- 
out examining the accounts. 


HOW AUDITOR’S 


REPORT WAS RECEIVED 


When questioned about the recent 
report of a Local Government audit 
on the accounts of the Board, Mr. 
Jenkinson said that he started to read 
it to a meeting of the Board, and some 
members said it was a rather lengthy 
document, running into five or six 
pages, and that it would be better 
to have it circularised for considera- 
tion at the next meeting. The members 
had received copies of the report during 
the meeting. 

The Inspector—Was that the only 
order made—that the report be cir- 
cularised for consideration at the next 
meeting ’—Yes. 

And no word of explanation from 
anyone ’—No. 

Mr. Jenkinson told the Inspector 
that he thought the Board was just 
and fair in granting home assistance. 

At the request of the Inspector, a 
report dated April órd, 1937, from 
Home Asistance Officer Delaney was 
produced. This related to home assist- 
ance drawn, alleged the officer, as the 
result of false statements being made 
by men formerly employed at Collins- 
town airport, and was made to the 
Board’s meeting on April Sth, 1937. 
This was postponed to the following 
meeting, a motioa being handed in by 
Mr. P. J. Fogarty asking the Board 
to disapprove of Mr. Delaney’s action 
relating to these men. At the next 
meeting this motion was withdrawn,

EXPENDITURE ON 


RELIEF 


At the Inspector’s request, the 
auditor’s report covering five half-years 
ended in 1938 was produced and 
quoted by the witness. This referred 
to the continued lavish expenditure on 
relief by the Board, which, said the 
auditor, did not appear to give atten- 
tion to the advice of its relieving 
officers.

Home Assistance Officer Delaney said 
that he was in his positi»n for twelve 
years and during that time he had 
tendered his resignation three times, 
but had later withdrawn it. Inter- 
ference with his work by members of 
the Board, mentioned in the auditor’s 
report, had increased.

solicitor, who appeared for him, 
Delaney said he received a é num- 
ber of letters from Mr. P. J. Fogarty, 
T.D. One of these letiers began :

DUBLIN’S “IRON 
RATION” OF FUEL 


MECHANISED TURF 
DIFFICULTIES 


Dublin’s “iron ration”’ of fuel for 
next winter, to which the Turf Con- 
troller (Mr. Hugo Flinn) referred in 
his recent statement to the Dail, will 
consist of turf briquettes. These 
briquettes have disappeared from the 
Dublit market recently, and it was 
learned yesterday that all available 
supplies are being taken into stock for 
the. Government, to be held for emer- 
gency use during the winter months. 

Plans of the Turf Development Board 
to speed up turf production by the 
increasing use of machinery have re- 
ceived temporary set-back. Turf- 
cutting machines before the war were 
imported, and when additional plant 
was cut off by the development of 
hostilities on the Continent the Board 
planned to have machines built in the 
Great Southern Railways Company’s 
Inchicore workshops. Unfortunately, 
the engineers met with another diffi- 
culty—that of obtaining steel—and 
this has held up the job. Efforts are 
still being made to obtain the neces- 
sary steel and other parts, and these 
have been partly successful; but ship- 
ping space is now the biggest. problem, 
which must be overcome, as some of 
the materials have to be imported from 
America. 

Similar war-time difficulties are 
likely to delay the construction of the 
mid, electricity FE is, 
station on Clonsast, bog generat. 
ing station, for which a site has been 
obtained near Portarlington, will cost 
£800,000, and when in operation will 
produce 90,000,000 units of electricity 
and consume 120,000 tons of turf a 
year. It will be necessary to import 
some of the essential machinery for 
the station, and the pre-occupation of 
factories in Britain and America with 
war orders and the difficulties of 
shipping the machinery may hold up 
construction for a considerable time.
